We are in had shape and were caught with 
arms in our hands. There Is no mercy shown 
na and probably w ill not be unless we have 
war, which I hope to see oome. We are treated 
worm than slaves ever were. I w ill let yon 
hear from me again aa soon aa possible. 
▲ll I had was taken away from rn, 
hundred dollars—but I think I w ill he able to 
recover it as soon as this trouble is over. I 
w ill have to dom now to get this letter off. I 
oannot tell yon where to write to me, hut will 
let yon know as soon as possible. 
Mother, dear, I have gone through hell ainee 
Aug. 12, and lf I ever live to see the States 
again I w ill never leave. Again I bid von all 
eoodfay; probably for the last time. I send 
love to all. Goodby. From your son, W xu*

tesy, detaching them almost entirely 
from tho feelings of irritation or resent­ 
ment which were manifested toward the 
Kurepi an powers. But with ouo-half of 
tin' available peasantry drawn off for 
the fighting line and reserves, and the 
other hull' able to think and talk of lit­ 
tle but war, it wan naturally difficult to 
effect excavations during the spring. 
Thus the American school in Athens, 
whi< b had planned for last spring the 
opening of the campaign which is to 
uncover Corinth, only did about a 
week’s work. 
Tho government was too 
busy to proceed with tho promised ex­ 
propriation of the site, and finally the 
director, Mr. Richardson, bought for 
himself a small tract east of the temple 
and there came quickly on remains of 
a stoa, which seemed to indicate the 
proximity of the agora of the city. But 
the work was not proceeded with. It is 
to be resumed in March, if the expro­ 
priation has by that time been duly oar 
ried through, but tho great depth of the 
soil will entail great expense.—Liters 
tore.

Poultry Range. 
Too little attention is paid to the 
poultry range, which we often call 
poultry yard. 
It is the 
custom 
of 
farmers to think that the yard Is 
thing of 
little 
moment. 
On 
farmt 
where the poultry have the run of the 
vhole place this article does not apply 
Hut there are many farms and per­ 
haps should be more, where the poul­ 
try are kept shut up through a good 
part of the season. In such a case it 


will pay to give a range so large that 
the fowls will not be able to eat all 
the grass that grows on it. 
There i& 
no economy in restricting the range 
and feeding grain. Grass 1b one .of the 
cheapest feeds that can he fed/ 
Just how large the range should be 
will depend on many things. 
One of 
these is the richness of the soil and the 
luxuriance of the growth of grass on 
it. 
We have seen new lands that had 
just been redeemed from a scrub oak 
forest, where the soil was so thin that 
a small flock of fowls would in a few 
weeks completely denude of grass a. 
large yard. 
But lf the land has been 
cultivated and has a good blue grass 
sod on It, and is In thriving condition, 
it is safe to say thkt the area will sus­ 
tain in fair condition three times as 
many fowls as the yard spoken of, as 
being reclaimed from a 
scrub 
oak 
forest and left with nothing but thd 
original nondescript grass on it. 
Suppose you give an acre of land 
to fifty fowls. W ill It not pay? 
We 
think it will. In the first place th j re­ 
turns from it will be without cost to 
yourself. There Is no plowing, no sow­ 
ing, no cultivating, no reaping 
and 
threshing. 
Almost the entire return! 
will be profits. 
The grass that grew 
on it will have been turned into meat 
and eggs. The hens will keep healthy, 
and the saving to the life of the flock 
will be quite an item. Then, too, most 
farms are so situated that (he giving 
of an acre of ground for such a pur­ 
pose is not a great matter. 
In many 
cases it would remain partly vacant 
anyway. 
As to fencing the yard, this need not 
he a great question in this age of cheap 
wire. 
The larger the lot the less will 
it cost to fence it per 
square 
rod. 
Thus, lf a lot be two rods long and two 
rode wide it will take eight rods ot 
fencing to go around It. 
But if the 
lot he four rods long and four rods 
wide it will take but 16 rods to fence 
it. If it be eight rods wide and eight 
rods long it will take only 32 rods to 
fence it. On this presumption the first 
lot will be 4 rods in area, the second 
16 in area and the third 64 rods 
in 
area. Four foot woven wire fence may 
be purchased at 40 cents per running 
rod. 
On this basis the first lot will 
cost for fencing each square rod, 80 
cents, for each rod will require 
two 
linear rods of fencing. On the lot that 
is four rods square the cost for fenc­ 
ing each square rod will be 40 cents, 
as each square rod is fenced by 
one 
linear rod. 
For the third lot the cost 
will be only 20 cents for each square 
rod. 
So we might extend the figures. 
If 
the lot were 16 rods square the cost 
would be IO cents per rod. If it were 
32 rods square the cost would be five 
cents 
per 
rod 
square. 
If the lot 
were 64 rods square the cost would be 
2% cents per rod. 
A lot 
128 
rods 
square would cost IV* cents per square 
rod. 
Finally lf the lost were 256 rods 
square the cost would be only % of a 
cent for every square 
rod 
of land 
This shows the economy of great op­ 
erations. 
The big lot is the cheapest, 
everything considered, and this is es 
pecially true in the fencing. Of course 
we do not suggest that anyone build a 
ben yard 256 rods square. The figures 
are given to impress the truth of a 
great principle that we cannot afford 
to ignore. 
This is one of the great reasons why 
it would be desirable to keep fowls in 
large flocks were it not that they are 
more likely to become the prey of 
diseases of a 
contagious 
nature. 
A 
large range is always desirable, but It 
is difficult to have a large range with­ 
out having a large flock of fowls. 
In some yards the large range fur 
nishes the fowls with a goodly supply 
of fresh meat in the form of grass­ 
hoppers. It is astonishing what a large 
number of these 
insects 
inhabit 
single acre. 
If the acre patch be ex­ 
hausted by the industry of the hens, 
a few hours suffice 
to 
replenish it 
Not only grasshoppers but hundreds of 
varieties of bugs and worms Infest and 
Journey through this field, falling 
£ 
swift prey to the feathered sentinels 
With the green grass and fresh meat 
the fowls are kept healthy and happy 
and continue to manifest their content 
by a voluminous product of eggs.

Foreign correspondents report that 
the Minister of Agriculture of United 
Germany at a recent session of the 
Prussian Diet declared that American 
horses developed influenza after 
im­ 
portation, and if the importations in­ 
creased. Germany would be forced to 
adopt suitable quarantine measures to 
protect Itself. 
Dr. Salmon, the chief of 
the United States Bureau of 
Animal 
Industry, said when his attention was 
called to the dispatch: “So far as tho 
Department of Agriculture is 
aware 
there is no influenza prevailing in this 
country. 
It is a disease common 
to 
horses, and possibly may be present in 
places of which we have no Informa­ 
tion, but this is improbable, because 
news of that character would promptly 
reach the 
department. 
The 
horses 
which are exported are not Inspected, 
but lf an animal has the disease it will 
recover or die before the transatlantic 
journey is made. 
The period of du­ 
ration of the disease Is about 
two 
weeks, and as it takes from two to 
three weeks to ship the animals across 
the ocean it is apparent that all danger 
is passed by the tiine the other side is 
reached.” 
The growth in the shipment 
of American horses to Europe in tho 
last four years has been 
enormous.

J. H. Warner has received a letter 
from his brother, Austin Waruer, of 
Los Angeles, Cal., in which the latter 
gentleman outlines the organization of 
a company in which he is interested, 
the purpose of which is dredging and 
mining in the Alaskan gold region, 
Their plan is to build a boat 60x16 feet 
that will draw two feet of water, stern 
wheel, and propelled by a 30 horse 
power engine; a ten 
horse power 
engine will be used to run a pump 
that will raise from 40 to 60 yards of 
sand and gravel per hour, and a cais­ 
son that can be put down and pump 
the water out and get to bed rock and 
clean it. 
Fifteen men and eighteen 
months supply of provisions will be 
taken besides tools, etc , to work with. 
Mr. Warner says “We learn from 
good authority that the gravel in the 
rivers run from five to $35 and as 
high as $500 per eubio yard but if it 
will go $1.00 per yard we will make 
money. 
If everything works right 
we will leave San Francisco May 1st 
and go by ship to the mouth of the 
Yukon, 2,800 miles, then unload our 
boats put up our machinery and go 
up the river 800 miles to Weari, then 
up the Tawana. Our company will 
be organized with $20,000 capital 
stock, 400 shares of $50 each paid up 
and nonassessable. If you know of 
one or two good men that would take 
an interest send them along.”

There aro aeveral of ua, nnd we have a plan 
to escape in Europe, and the man who takes 
this letter i« to help us as much as poaalble, 
and I may be back in the States some tim e 
w ithin th6 year if I have luck, which I hope 1 
will. 
We are in bad ahape and were caught w ith 
arm s in our hands. There Is no mercy shown 
oh and probably will not be unless we hare 
war, which I hope to see come. We are treated 
worse than slaves ever were. 
I will let yon 
hear from me again as soon as possible. 
All I had was taken away from me—some 
hundred dollars—but I think I will be able to 
recover it as soon as this trouble is over.

“ I was in Lake Bennett two days, 
and it was very cold all the time. 
It 
was 30 degrees below zero or worse. 
I 
did not take my blankets down with 
me tho last eight miles, as I expected to 
return to them at night, but I fell in 
with a fellow who said lie had plenty ol 
blankets for both. 
But when night 
came I came near freezing and got up at 
1 o’clock and built a fire to koep warm. 
“ There is a good deal of sickness hero, 
and overy day we saw some poor fellow 
brought in on a band sled to bo buried 
or sent home to his people. I have seen 
six since I started to Lake Bennett. 
They have some sort of a spinal or spot­ 
ted fever. 
At least they turn spotted 
after they die. I meet a good many men 
from Dawson, and they aro most all go­ 
ing back, and some say u man earns 
every dollar ho gets from that country. 
Only the best men and those best equip­ 
ped ever go through the hardships. 
I 
think over threo-fourths of the people 
have turned back sinoe I came up bore. 
Some take their goods 10 or 15 miles 
and then sell out for little or nothing. “

A m erican Shipping N o « b « r* . 


The statistics of the traffic through 
the Bnez canal in 1890, as given In La 
Revue Scieiitifiqoe, show that Great 
Britain, with 2,162 ships and 6,817,768 
net tonnage, had 08 per cent of the to­ 
tal tonnage passing through the canal. 
The British tonnage, however, was 4 
per cent less than in tho preoedlng year, 
while the growing trado of Germany 
and Russia with the orient was illus­ 
trated by tho fact that the tonnage of 
Germany increased 14 and that of Rns- 
sia 85 per cent. Japan’s first appearance 
as a trader with Europe in her own ves­ 
sels is denoted by a record of ten ships 
and 80,558 net tonnage.

W isconsin D airy School N otes. 
Ten weeks of the three m onths’ term 
of the W isconsin Dairy School have 
now passed, and students as well as in­ 
structors 
are 
becoming so well 
ac­ 
quainted and thoroughly interested in 
their work that they are loth to part. 
The present class of 115 students, m ost­ 
ly from W isconsin, but 
m any 
from 
other states and Canada, is the larg­ 
est attendance in the history of this 
school. 
The dairy school building was 
designed and equipped for the accom­ 
modation of 100 students, at an ex­ 
pense of about $10,000. Past experience 
has shown that for various reasons 
some few students are alw ays obliged 
to leave before they have completed the 
course, and in anticipation of this 115 
were allowed to enter. 
W e were oblig­ 
ed to ask about twenty more men who 
applied for adm ission to wait and come 
next year. 
Some have already regis­ 
tered for next winter’s term, and any 
one w ishing to enter the school is ad­ 
vised to apply early for adm ission be­ 
fore our 
accom modations 
are 
filled. 
Creamery and cheese factory operators 
are about equally represented in num­ 
bers in the present class.

Scarcely a year passes w ithout the 
introduction of some new ideas in but­ 
ter and cheese making. 
This year, in 
addition to the usual instruction given 
in practical 
butter 
m aking 
in 
the 
creamery cheese making in the cheese 
department, milk testing in the labora­ 
tory, and milk and cream pasteuriza­ 
tion in the pasteurizing room, the W is­ 
consin curd test for detecting milk In­ 
jurious to the quality of full cream 
cheese, has been explained and used 
constantly by the students. 
Pasteuriz­ 
ing milk for butter m aking is also a 
new feature of the Instruction this 
winter. 
During the past sum m er we 
made considerable butter from cream 
which was pasteurized after separation, 
and then ripened with a commercial 
starter. 
This butter was packed in 
the Australian boxes as well as the 
common sixty pound tubs, kept in cold 
storage until winter, and has been in­ 
spected by the students now at the 
school. 
A com plete outfit for pasteur­ 
izing the milk and skim m ing it while 
hot, as well as Instruction in ripening 
the cream from such milk and m aking 
the butter from it, has been added to 
the equipment of the school this w in­ 
ter. 
Mr. H. E. Schuckneeht of Minne­ 
sota has been with us a few days and 
given the students the benefit of his e x ­ 
perience in this line of work.

Although these continuous pasteuriz­ 
ing machines, which will heat from 5,- 
000 to 10,000 pounds of milk per hour 
to the pasteurizing temperature of 155 
degrees F., are not primarily intended 
for pasteurizing milk or cream to be 
sold directly to the consumer in pint 
and quart bottles, a practical test was 
made of the keeping quality of 
the 
cream and skim m ilk that came from 
he separator at this high temperature. 
Pint samples of both the hot cream and 
hot skim milk were 
taken 
directly 
from the separator and cooled In the 
sterilized glass milk jars, which are 
com m only used for retailing m ilk to 
the consumer. 
These 
sam ples 
were 
cooled at once to about 50 degrees F., 
the jars were covered with paper caps 
and left in a room at a temperature of 
about 05 degrees F. 
Six trials were 
made in this way, by taking sam ples 
of the hot skim milk and hot cream di­ 
rectly from the separator on six differ­ 
ent days. 
It was found that these pint 
samples, kept in sterilized bottles, re­ 
mained perfectly sweet in every Vase 
for four days. 
Some were sweet after 
five days, but most of them had a 
slightly sour sm ell and about 0.3 per 
cent acid on the fifth day.

An experim ent on m ottles In butter 
was made by adding some of the ripen­ 
ed cream from one large vat to each of 
three churns, two of them box churns 
and one a combined churn and work- 
The granular butter In one box 
churn was washed with water having 
temperature of 40 degrees F., and in 
the two other churns the temperature 
of the wash water was CO degrees F. 
After 
standing 
in 
this 
wash water 
bout ten miriutes a part of the granu­ 
lar butter from each of the two box 
churns was taken out, worked without 
salt and a 20 pound tub filled with but­ 
ter from each churn. 
The remaining 
granular butter was salted, worked and 
a tub filled with the salted butter from 
each churn. 
The next morning these 
five tubs of butter were examined. 
It 
was plainly noticeable that the un­ 
salted butter from 
both the 40 de­ 
grees F., and 60 degrees F. wash water 
was of a perfectly uniform, even col­ 
or, with no suggestion of m ottles or 
w avy color, but their color was of a 
considerably lighter shade of 
yellow 
than that of the salted butter. 
All 
the tubs of salted butter were slightly 
mottled and uneven in color, but no 
difference in the amount of 
mottles 
could be detected between that 
from 
granular butter washed with water of 
10 degrees F. and the one in which the 
temperature of the wash water was 60 
degrees F.

will pay to give a range so large that i 
the fowls will not be able to eat all 
the grass that grows on it. 
There 
no econom y in restricting the r a n g e 
and feeding grain. Grass Is one of tlio 
cheapest feeds that can be fed.' 
Just how large the range should be 
will depend on m any things. 
One of 
these is the richness of the soil and the 
luxuriance of the growth of grass on 
it. 
We have seen new lands that had 
just been redeemed from a scrub oak 
forest, where the soil was so thin that 
a small flock of fowls would in a few 
weeks com pletely denude of grass a, 
large yard. 
But if the land has been 
cultivated and has a good blue grass 
sod on It, and is in thriving condition, 
it is safe to say that the area will su s­ 
tain in fair condition three times as 
many fowls as the yard spoken of, as 
being reclaimed from a 
scrub 
oak 
forest and left with nothing but thd 
original nondescript grass on it. 
Suppose you givo an acre of land 
to fifty fowls. 
W ill It not pay? 
W e 
think it will. 
In the first place the re­ 
turns from It will be without cost to 
yourself. There is no plowing, no so w ­ 
ing, no cultivating, no reaping 
and 
threshing. 
A lm ost the entire returns 
will he profits. 
T he grass that grew 
on it will have been turned Into meat 
and eggs. 
The hens will keep healthy 
and the saving to the life of the flock 
will be quite an item. 
Then, too, most 
farms are so situated that (he giving 
of an acre of ground for such a pur­ 
pose is not a great matter. 
In many 
cases 
it 
would remain partly vacant 
anyway. 
As to fencing the yard, this need not 
he a great question in this age of cheap 
wire. 
The larger the lot the less will 
It cost to fence it per 
square 
rod. 
Thus, if a lot be two rods long and two 
rode wide it will take eight 
rods of 
fencing to go around it. 
But if the 
lot be four rods long and four rods 
wide it will take but 16 rods to fence 
It. 
If It be eight rods wide and eight 
rods long it will take only 32 rods to 
fence it. On this presumption the first 
lot will he 4 rods in area, the second 
16 in area and the third 61 rods 
in 
area. 
Four foot woven wire fence may 
be purchased at 40 cents per running 
rod. 
On this basis the first lot will 
cost for fencing each square rod, 80 
cents, for each rod will require 
two 
linear rods of fencing. 
On the lot that 
Is four rods square the cost for fenc­ 
ing each square rod will be 40 cents, 
as each square rod is fenced by 
one 
linear rod. 
For the third lot the cost 
will be only 20 cents for each square 
rod. 
So we m ight extend the figures. 
If 
the lot were 16 rods square the cost 
would be 10 cents per rod. 
If it were 
32 rods square the cost would be live 
cents 
per 
rod 
square. 
If tho lot 
were 64 rods square the cost would be 
2Vfc cents per rod. 
A lot 
128 
rods 
square w-ould cost 1 % cents per sq u a re 
rod. 
Finally if the lost were 256 rods 
square the cost would be only % of a 
cent for every square 
rod 
of land. 
This show s the econom y of great op­ 
erations. 
The big lot is the cheapest, 
everything considered, and this is ts- 
pecially true in the fencing. 
Of course 
we do not suggest that anyone build a 
hen yard 256 rods square. 
The figures 
are given to impress the truth of a 
great principle that we cannot afford 
to ignore. 
This is one of the great reasons why 
it would be desirable to keep fowls in 
large flocks were it not that they are 
more likely to become the prey of 
diseases of a 
contagious 
nature. 
A 
large range is always desirable, but It 
is difficult to have a large range w ith­ 
out having a large flock of fowls. 
In some yards the large range fur­ 
nishes the fowls with a goodly supply 
of fresh meat in the form of 
grass­ 
hoppers. 
It is astonishing what a large 
number of these 
insects 
inhabit 
a 
single acre. 
If the acre patch be ex­ 
hausted by the industry of the hens, 
a few hours suffice 
to 
replenish it. 
Not only grasshoppers but hundreds of 
varieties of bugs and worm s infest and 
journey through this field, falling 
a 
swift prey to the feathered sentinels. 
With the green grass and fresh meat 
the fowls are kept healthy and happy 
and continue to manifest their content 
by a voluminous product of eggs.

Foreign correspondents report that 
the Minister of Agriculture of United 
Germany at a recent session of the 
Prussian Diet declared that American 
horses developed influenza after 
im­ 
portation, and if the importations in­ 
creased, Germany would be forced to 
adopt suitable quarantine measures to 
protect itself. 
Dr. Salmon, the chief of 
the United States Bureau of 
Animal 
Industry, said when his attention was 
called to the dispatch: 
“So far as the 
Department of Agriculture is 
aware 
there is no influenza prevailing in this 
country. 
It is a disease common 
to 
horses, and possibly may be present In 
places of which we have no inform a­ 
tion, but this is improbable, because 
news of that character would promptly 
reach the 
department. 
The 
horses 
which are exported are not inspected, 
but if an animal has the disease it will 
recover or die before the transatlantic 
journey is made. 
The period of du­ 
ration of the disease is about 
two 
weeks, and as it takes from two to 
three weeks to ship the anim als across 
the ocean it is apparent that all danger 
is passed by the tihie the other side is 
reached.” 
The growth in the shipment 
of American horses to Europe in tho 
last four years has been 
enormous. 
These shipm ents in 1897 aggregated in 
value $4,769,265, as against $718,607 in 
1893.
